VA Proclamation for the due execution of all 


former Lawes againſt Recuſants, giuing them a day to re- 


paire to their owne dwellings, and not 1 ards to come to the Court, or 
within 10. miles ot London, without ſpeciall Licence; And for diſarn ning of them as the Law requi- 
rethi And withall, that all Pr ieſts and leſuits ſhall depart the land by a day, no more to returne iuto the 
Halme; And for the miniſtring ofthe Oath of Allegiance, according to the Law. 


Hough the principall care thata Religious and 


mA Ning ought to haue, ſhould be foꝛ the maintenance and pꝛopa⸗ 
gation by all godly lawfull and honeſt meanes, of the true Catho- 
Net i:que and Chꝛiſtian Religion,and to that effett as he muſt plant good 
ſeed Witi the one hand. Y to dupiant and to rootc out witch the other 
as farre as he tan, the Cocklt ard Tarts of Herceſie that doc oꝛdina 
rily grow vp amongſt the Lozds Wheat; Yet hath Our nature bene 


euer ſo enclined to clemencie, eſpecially we haue eier bene ſo loath to ſhed blood in any caſe that 
might haue any relation to conſcience, (though but of adecetucd x dilguiled tonſciente, ) as not⸗ 

withſtanding the care and ʒeale that we haut euer caricdfo2 the maintenante and pꝛopagation 
of this Our ancient and true Catholique Religion, which wee pꝛokeſſe, Yet hath Our laid na⸗ 
turall clemencic ener withholden Us from putting the Law to that due execution againſt Po⸗ 
piſh Pꝛieſts andRecuſants, which their cuill deſerts at diuers tunes towards Us, and their in⸗ 


ſolent and pꝛoud tarriage, eſpecially of late, did iuſtly deſerue at our hands. 
But now that their cuill behauiour at home, manifeſted firſt by the Pꝛieſts Treaſonumme- 


diatly after Our entry into this Ringdome, and next, at thehozrible Powder Treaſon(the vn⸗ 

naturall crucltic whereof is neuer to be foꝛgotten) ioyned to this hoꝛrible and lamentable ac- 

cident abꝛoad, e meane the deuiliſh and vnnaturall murder ofthelate French Ring our dea- 

reſt2Bzother)hath ſo ſtirred vp the hearts of Our louingpeoplerepeeſented by the Houſes and 

body of Parliament, as both the Houſes thereof haut ioyned in makung an humble petition to 
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Us to be moꝛe wakefull then heretofoꝛe we haue bene vpon the courſes and fieps efche Papilits, 
Undtotyis eAcce, that we would be plealed to put in duc execution hereafrer Without any lon⸗ 
ger tounmnenc ic the good and wholcſome Lawes of tis Ncaune made age lnſt them, the 
moſt part whereof were made befoze Our entry into this ingdome, And ſo were Beat Our 
Cdꝛonatton ſwome to the mamntenante ot them: We haue ꝛuſt reaſon actoꝛding to their humble 
Deſire, to be moꝛe tarefull then herctofoꝛe We haue bene, in ſceing Our ſac Lawes put in due 
execution, Foꝛ ſinte this tale. Our tonſciente in regardof Religion, Our Honour, regard 
there ts nodungtraued, but the execution of our Lawes, Our lafety( and not only of Us,but of 
all Our Polteritie,) In regard ofthe Papiſts bloody Doctrine, that make Martyrs and Semts 
ot ſuch as kill their one Nings the anoynted of God: (lo as Wer now ſee to our boꝛrouc their 
teſtable doctr ine, fo oft put in pꝛactiſe, and ſo that butcherly Theori-k and Pr. cih lo luckcd to⸗ 
ether, thar a ſinfulloꝛ wicked man tan by no meanes ſo well redeeme his lone fremcterreil 
Canation, as by niurthering a King that is either an Hereticke by their mierp2ccotion , oꝛa 
fautoꝛ of Heretickes : ) Theſe thee motines we fay, ſo iuſtly grounded bpon Conicicnce i! 5- 
nour,and Saketie, together that the motion HereofHath mooued from Our people, cannot out 
ſtirre vp that Pꝛincely and pꝛouident care in Us, which cucry Religious, Juſt, and vile King 
ought to haue vpon ſuch reſpects and conſiderations, 

And therekoꝛe being enfo2med, that at this time elpetiallp, there is a greater reſoꝛt made 
of Keculants to this Our Citie of Lox» 0 x, then Hath beene at aup tune Heretofoze , not⸗ 
withſtanding that by the Lawes of Our Realme they ought all to bee confined, and re- 
mayne Fulthin fine Myles of their dwelung places; Jt is Our expꝛellſe will and Pleaſure to 
diſcharge, like as by theſe pꝛeſents Wee doe diſcharge all by-paſt licences graunted vnto them 
{02 their repay ting hither. And although this time of Patamenr, and the Creation of Our el⸗ 
Dol? Sonne be ſo vnkit and dangerous a time foꝛ their abode here, as hereupon Our Parlament 
hath humbly mooued Us, that they might all be ſent home and diſcharged this City befoꝛe the 
Creation of Our ſaid deareſt Sonne: Net haue We thought good to reteine to much of Our ac: 
cuſtomable Clementie (Weighing ſo little any of their malicious Plots, oꝛ the Hazard thereof 
during that time, in compariſon of Our ſaid Clementie) as in conſideration of ſuch umpoꝛtant 
budneſſe as they may Hance conierning their particuler eſtates in the nert Terme, Wec are 
contented to gine them time vitill the Laſt day of June, which is after the ende of the nert 
Terme: betwirt, and which time, they are to repapꝛe againe to their owne dwellng houſes, 
and plates of Confuung, accoꝛding to the Law, not pꝛeſuming at any time hercakter, to repapec 
to th Dur Citie and Chamber of London, oꝛto Our Court, oꝛ to the Court of Our deareſt 

vife the Qutene, oꝛ of the Pꝛinte our Deare Sonne whereſoeuer, 02 within ten Mues of Ton- 
don, without ſpeciall Licence Had thereunto, vnder pame of the ſi uere execution of Our lawes 
vpon the Contrauenoꝛs, and of higheſt contempt againſt Our Authonty ioyned thereunto. 
And we are likewiſe pleaſed vpon the ſame humble Petition of Our laid louing Subiects 
aſſembled in Parliament, ſtraightly to charge and tommaund Our Puſtices of Peace, im all 
parts ofthis our Realme, That accozding to our Lawesin that behalfe, they doe take from 
all Popiſh Recuſants tonuicted, all ſuch Armour, Gunpowder, and Mumtion of any kinde, 
as onyofthem hath, either in their owne hands, oꝛ in the hands ofany other foꝛ them, aud 
lee the ſame ſafely kept, and diſpoſed attoꝛding to the Law; leaning them foz their neceſſary 
defence of their houſe andperſons, ſo much as by the Lawes is pꝛelcribed: wherein as Our 
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ſaid Juſtices haue bene hitherto foo remiſſe, So if we ſhall finde this Our erpzeſſe Comman: 
dement neglected, 02 not diligently executed, as is fit, and as the Impoꝛtante thereof docth re- 
quire, Wee will make them know by leuere puniſhment, what it is to be tareleſſe of Our Roy- 
all Commandements,in Caſes ofthis nature, 

And betaule that Pꝛieſts and Jeluits doe moꝛe abundantly ſwarme aſwell thꝛoughout Our 
Whole Kingdome, as within our Citie ok London, then euer they did heretofoꝛe, not onely 
comming daily home in flockes, to the high contempt of our Authontie and Tawes, but euen 
a number ok thoſe particular perſons amongſt them who after they haue beene kept in puſons 
and commcted by our Tawes, pet were (out of our Clementie) put foꝛth of the Countrey a⸗ 
gaine vpon condition not to returne) haue notwithſtanding pꝛelumed to returne againe into 
this Countrey, in high contempt of Our great Clemencic and Fauour ertended towards 
them, thereby as it were, ſeeking and begging at Our hands their owne inſt puniſhment: 
Wee haue therefoꝛe thought good, foꝛ ſtaying of the like abuſes and intonnementes in time to 
tome, to giue from hentefooꝛth free paſſage and courle to all ſuch Lawes as are now in forte, 
and ought to be put in Execution againſt ſuch Offendozs, And pet being euer Willing to mire 
lome part ot our Clemenctc with the rigour of the Law, notwithſtanding that in the firſt pere, 
and afterwards in the fourth peere of our Retgne, Wee did by tlvo ſeuerall gracious P2ocla- 
matious gine a tertainc day to all Pneſts and Jeſints fo2 tranſpoꝛting themlelues cut of our 
Dommious betweene and the fayde day, at that tune intimating all rigour vnto them, 
that ſhould thereafter returne Withinour Kingdo:ne) Yet are wee content, notwithſtanding 
thetr cofteinyvt of this foꝛmer grate twile befoze offered vnto them, yet torenew the ſame now 
aJaine this third time: And doe therekoze by cheſe preſents declare and publiſh , That it 
(hall be lawfull foꝛ all maner of Jeſuits, Seminaries, and other Pzicſts whatlocuernow in 
this Kingdoine, aſwcil thoſe whome wee ſhall vonchlafe to deliuer ont of Parſon, as thoſe ' 
that are not pet appꝛehended freely and ſafely to depart foozth of our Kcalme, So as they 
make their repaire vnto any of our Pozts betweene the day of the date of this Pꝛotlamation, 
and the fourth day of July nert, foꝛ the ſame purpoſe ; there totranſpozt themſelues with the 
firſt oppoꝛtunitie into any foꝛreine parts. Admoniſhing and aſſuring all ſuch Jeſuits, Se- 
minaries and Peſts of what ſoꝛt ſocuer, departing vpon this our Pleaſure ſigmfied, As allo 
all other that haue beene Heretofoze releaſed by Our gracious Fauour in the lame condition, 
Lhatifanyof them ſhall hereafter returne into this our Realme againe, that their blood ſhall 
then be vpon their owne heads, and vpon thole that ſhall ſend them, leeing that by ſo doing, 
they ſhall not onely inturre the danger of our Lawes, but alſo a high and treble Contempt of 
our gratious Fauour and Clemencie now extended towards them. 

And in generall (ſince no man tan pꝛetend ignoꝛante of Our Lawes) that all Jeſuites and 
P2:teſts of what oꝛder ſoeuer, and their Senders may hereby bee admonitthed to beware any 
further to tempt Our mercy in p2eſuming to repaire any moze within this our Kingdom in re- 
gard of their knowen perill, and of the care that we are reſolued to haue foꝛ pꝛeleruing of Our 
good Subiccts from their danger of body and ſoule, ſince their errand tan be no other here, but 
onely foꝛ diuerting of our good Subiects hearts from their due obediente both to God and Us, 

And laſtly, betaule the hoꝛrour and dete ſtation ofthe ” o » + n-T x» a5 0xtnthe mindes ot 
our Parliament, bzed amongſt other things that Oath of Allegiance to bee taken by our Sub- 


ietts, ſo highly impugned by the Pope and his followers, as wee are infozced by Our owne 
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Pen to take in hand the maintenance of Our caule foꝛ that Oath which howſocuer odious it 
was to the Pope, yet was it onely deuiled as an Acte of great fauour and clemencie towards fo 
many of Our Subiects, who though blinded with the ſuperſtition of Popecrie,yet caricd a duti- 
fill heart towards our Obedience. ( Foz hereby was there a ſeparation and diſtinction made 
betweene that ſozt of Papiſts and the other pernicious ſo2t,that couple together that damnable 
doctrine + deteſtable pꝛactiſe befoze mentioned) Therefozc in conſideration that the ſaid Oath 
feructh to make lo true ⁊ mercifull a diſtinction betweene theſe two ſozts of Papiſts,astsalrea- 
die ſaid, Wer cannot but hold it moſt conuenient foꝛ the weale of all our good Subietts, and diſ⸗ 
couery ot bad people, that greater care ſhall bee vſed hereafter in the generall mimſtration of 
this Oath to all Our Subiects then hath bene heretokoꝛe vled. 

And therefoze it is Our expꝛeſſe will and pleaſure, and actoꝛdingly We doc hereby ſtraightly 
charge and command all and ſinguler Our Biſhops, Juſtites of Alſile, Juſtites of Peace, and 
allother Our Officers whome it may concerne, to miniſter the ſame, to all ſuch perſons, and in 
all ſuch caſes, as by the Lawe they are enabled, knowing that the meaning or the Law was 
not onely to authoz13e thein to doe it When they would, and to foꝛbeare it at their pleaſure, but 
to require it at their hands, as a neteſſary duetie committed to them, and impoſed vpon them as 
perſons of chiefe and pꝛintipall truſt vnder Us, foꝛ the good and lafetie of Us and Our Eſtate.
